But This Institute Is Styled Sani- 
tarium, and Opium Smoking Is 
‘Prescribed as a Remedy 
for Certain Dis- 
eases.

London, March 23.—The bare announce- 
Pent that an institute for the accom- 
modation of those who would smoke 
opium has been established in the prosaic 
neighborhood of Red Lion square is cal- 
culated to give imagination rein; the fact 
that it is discreetly titled “The Pyrolitic 
(O. P.) institute,” suggesting a theatri- 
cal flavor to those who are not acquaint- 
ed with all the possible meanings of 
O.P., is enough to make imagination take 
the bit between her teeth. 

There would naturally be-found within 
the dull shell a riot of luxurious ele- 
gance. One could see mirrored, gilded 
rooms with thick Oriental carpets, on 
which the foot fell noiselessly; a soft 
subdued light from shaded lamps; lan- 
gucrous couches that invited ecstatio 
dreams, and, of course, beautiful hand- 
maidens fitting to and fro bearing light 
refreshmentg, 

The reality: A waiting room, like a 
thousand other waiting rooms, in which 
patients glare at each other before they 
gee the doctor, and a consulting roorn, 
rather more bare of furniture than most, 
with a couple of: not very easy chairs, 
@ small table, on which is a spirit jamp, 
and two or three opium pipes; and if ft 
were permitted to give the name of the 
doctor who receives you it would be 
that of a most distinguished physician 
and surgeon, of the highest possible re- 
pute, who has gained fame for his treat- 
ment of one terrible disease. 

Tt has long been known that the Chi- 
nese opium pipe, so much abused in that 
country and elsewhere, is yet of very 
considerable fherapeutic value. The late 
Dr. J. W. Shadichum endeavored some 
years ago to introduce it into the medi- 
Cal practice of BDurope, prescribing it ex- 
tensively for chest complaints, neuralgia, 
and other maladies tnvolving pain, spasm, 
or progressive wasting. Although “py- 
Tolitic inhalation,” as this mode of ad- 
ministering medicinal substances is 
termed, is said to be often more effectual 
than any other, his attempt failed, part- 
ly on account of rooted prejudice, partly 
because the medical faculty were not con- 
versant with the peculiar art of smoking 
the pipe. 

With stringent precautions against mis- 
use, there is no apparent reason, accord- 
ing to the eminent authority who has 
established the institute in Red Lion 
square, why the opium pipe should not 
be resorted tq in suitable cases. Ag a 
matter of fact, he says, the effect of 
opium vapor ig stimulant, not narcotic. 
At each whiff the quantity of morphia 
which is conveyed to the lungs, and 
thence inte the system, is extremely 
minute. An excessive dose is utterly 
{mpossible, as a voluntary act, for opium 
smoking is a slow and relatively tedious 
process. The knack of accomplishing 
t at all demands intelligence, and even 
when this knack has been acquired con- 
giderable time is needed for the absorp- 
tion of a very tiny dose of the opium 
alkaloids. It thus presents an emphatic 
eontrast to all other methods of admin- 
istering these substances. 

Numerous distress maladies, !t is con- 
tended, can be more successfully treat 
ed by pyrolitic inhalation than by any 
method previously known. Nervous 
sleeplessness is counteracted at once, and 
the most direct and useful effects are 
produced in spasmodic and convulsive af- 
fections of the nervous system. In can- 
@er it has been tried with great success, 
®ot merely for alleviating pain, but with 
the object of holding the disease directly 
in check,

SHAKESPEARE’S “HAMLET” 
SUBJECT OF QUEER THEORY 


Special Cable. 
ONDON, March 25.—With a la- 
boriousness and conviction truly 
Teutonic Herr Heinrich, a German 

professor, has just set forth what is 

about the queerest theory yet propound- 


ed regarding Shakespeare's ‘‘Hamlet.” 


The professor believes that all the char- | 


acters in the play were intended by 


‘Shakespeare to be representations of the 


various sides of Hamlet’s temperament 
and this belief he elaburates in a bro- 
chure consisting of over ninety pages of 
close type, which has just been publish- 
ed in The Fatherland under the title of 
“Die Namen Hamlettragodie.”’ 

It demonstrates again that there’s 


practically no theory too absurd to be, 


substantiated, in a way, if you only de- 
vote enough patience and ingenuity to 
the business. Professor Heinrich endeav- 
ors to justify his assumption by tracing 
the names of all the charcters in ““Ham- 
let’’ to thelr source. The hero's own ap- 
pellation ho traces back through almost 


countless génerations and shows thut it | 


was originally spelled both Hamblet and 
Hamlet and further declares that the 
name of Shakespeare's son, Hamnet, Is 
only a variation. Herr Heinrich con- 
siders that Hamlet was derived original- 
ly from the old English word ‘“hame- 
lian,’’ to halt or be lame, and maintains 
that the name, therefore, is intended to 


| be symbolical of the halting, or indecisive 
| side of Hamlet’s character. The name of 
Gertrude, the professor follows indefatti- 
gably through the “Geruthe” of Belle- 
forest to the “‘gery’’ Venus of Chaucer's 
| “Knight's Tale,” and he makes this name 
| mean “the inconstant.” ‘‘Laertes” is de- 
|clared by the German savant to be de- 
rived fram “‘leo’’ and “‘heart’”’ and, there- 
fore, to stand for Hamlet's bravery. Po- 
lonius, the professor thinks, stands for 
Hamilet’s lack of youth; Horatio repre- 
sents the philosophical and sceptical sides 
of Hamlet’s character, Rosencrantz and 
| Guildenstern stend for ccraftiness and 
‘lack of will power, and Osric, through 
| the Latin ‘‘os’’—mouth—and German 
'“reich'’—full of—for the love of self- 
'communing. 

Most remarkable of all, however, Herr 
Heinrich declares that the name Ophe- 
‘la must have been derived by Shake- 
speare from either ‘‘Mephistopheles’’ or 
“offal,” and in sypport of the latter 
supposition he quotes the Dane's com- 
iment, “a good kissing carrion.’’ He says 
that Ophella represents the womanish 
side of Hamlet’s character and asserts 
that we have numerous instances in 
Shakespeare of his poor opinion of wom- 
‘en. Herr Heinrich brings his extraordi- 
nary thesis to a close by asserting that 
Shakespeare undoubtedly found the germ 
of his tragedy in the history of Mary 
Queen of Scots, Darnley and Bothwell, 
with Jumes I as theo prince!

BURGLAR TRUST 
FOUND IN FRANCE 


Starlling Revelations Are Made 
At Criminal Court Trial 


Forty Members of Combine Which 
Made a Business of Burglary. 
Branch Offices Throughout 
France—Rules for Divi- 
sion of the Loot.

Paris, March 25.—One of the most re 
markable trials in the French criminal 
calendar has just been concluded at 
Amiens. 

The revélations made are of the most 
astonishing character, for they reveal the 
existence of.a regular burglars’ trust, 
forrfied to commit robberies in every town 
in the country. 

The trust consisted of forty members. 
Popularly, the organization is known as 
the “Abbeville Bandits,’’ but that is only 
because their existence was discuvered in 
consequence of a burglary com:nitted at 
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cf evening gathering. Nature's restful- 
ness was also increasing upon her, and 
the strength which for nearly ninety 
years had been so vigorous was daliy 
waning fast; yet the soul was peaceful— 
so peaceful.

ONDON, March 25.—St. Savior's 
| church, Southwark, where Ambassa- 

dor Choate is going to erect a me- 
morial window to John Harvard, founder 
of Harvard university, who was born in 
the parish and christened fn the church, 
ranks with St. Bartholomew’s as one of 
the finest specimens of old ecclesiastical 
architecture in London. .In his book on 
“South London’ Sir Walter Besant com- 
ments on the fact that American visitors 


show much keener appreciation of its 
beauties than .English folk. It was 


two Norman knights, but little of the 
original structure now remains. It was 
burnt down a hundred years later and 
rebuilt. At the, beginning of the fifteenth 
century it was restored by Cardinal Beau- 
fort. A later day restorer did his best 
to spare the cerdinal’s work by rebuild- 
ing the nave Tn (838. It cost $40,000, 
but was such a hideous anachronism 
that it has since been pulled down and 
reconstructed after the original plan. 

Although the church ¢ontains no relics 
of the great bard, it is certain that 
Shakespeare often went there. His young- 
est brother, Edmund Shakespeare, ‘‘play- 
er and poet,’’ was buried there in 1607. 
Several of his. theatrical cronies were 
also laid at rest there. Lawrence Fietch- 
er, one of the old shareholders in the 
Globe, was buried there in 1608. Seven 
years later Philip Henslowe, the man- 
ager of the theater, followed him. John 
Fletcher, of Beaumont and Fletcher 
fame, was interred there in 1625, and 
Philip Massenger in 1638.

Among its monuments fs one to John 
Gower, the poet, who ended his days in

Run in with his epitaph is an advertise- 
ment for his pills, stating that they 
“Survive his dust and not expire 
*Till all things else at th’ universal fire.”’ 
in 1424 the marriage of King James 
I of Scotland to Johanna Beaufort was 
celebrated there with great pomp and 
ceremony. Something over a_ century 
later a very different scene was witness- 
ed in the church. Bishop Gardiner pre- 
sided over the trial of a batch of here- 
tics and some half dozen of them, in- 
cluding Bishop Hooker, were condemned 
to be burned at the stake. 

None of thoge buried in the church or 
who figure.conspicuously in its history 
have wrought a greater work for pos- 
terity than the Southwark butcher’s son 
who emigrated to America and started 
the institution of learning whose gradu- 
ates have played such an important part 
in the history of thelr country. It Is 
eminently appropriate that a memorial 
to him should have a place in the old 
church. And the bestowal of it by Mr. 
Choate brings to a fitting close his di- 
plomatic career in London, which has 
won for him none but golden opinions 
in England.

GEORGIA BOY DISCUSSES 
SOCIAL LIFE AT OXFORD

Brasenose College, Oxford, 
previous letters have described briefly 
Oxford university in its physical as- 
pects, the examination and tutorial sys- 
tems, and athletics; and I have also re- 
ferred to a few of my own experiences 
in Brasenose college. Some _ account 
should now be given of the manner in 
which the MRhodes scholars, as a whole, 
have been received, with specia] reference 
to the social side of the subject. 

A large majority of us came over to- 
gether, and during the voyage the ques- 
tion was discussed, whether there should 
be any formal organization of the Amer- 
for general club purposes. The 
opinion prevailed that such an organiza- 
tion would tend to retard our assimila- 
tion into the English life It was felt 
that one of the chief benefits of resi- 
dence in Oxford would be the intimate 
association with the best blood of Eng- 
land; and if any ready means were pro- 
vided whereby the Americans might meet, 
the natural tendency would be to become 
clannish. We have not, therefore, come 
into any regular contact with one an- 
other. Recently, however, a debating club 
has been organized through which we may 
keep in touch with live questions in 
America, the idea being to choose Ameri- 
can problems as the subjects of debate. 
At the first meeting, held on February !7, 
the action of the senate in hggding up the 
recent treaty was discussed. 

Not having had heretofore any central 
meeting place for the Rhodes scholars, 
the men of each college have in most 
cases looked to one another for compan- 
tonship, as, for reasons which will appear 
later, our “assimilation” into the Oxford 
undergraduate

here, have been very cordial. We have 
been the recipients. of many social -at- 
tentions, and standing invitations have 
been issued to a number of homes. The 
Oxford people seem to appreciate the dif- 
ficulties of our position as the vanguard 
of the ‘“‘American army of invasion.” It, 
therefore, has come to pass that we have 
more opportunities for social life of this 
kind than do the average Undergraduates.

The Oxford man is a 
product of the “public school system of 
England. The public schools in England

schools in America. Most Oxonians have 
been to one of these great schools, and 
there he has made the friendships which 
coytinue in Oxford. In this way the men 
of certain schools form in the Oxford col- 
leges a kind of social clique. The prestige 
of some schools svems to be quite as 
great as that of Oxford. 
Americans Handicapped. 

Another reason tending to exclude 
Americans is the fact that we are al] 
regarded here as freshmen, and are sup- 
posed to associate with fréshmen only. As 
we are several years older than these 
first year men, naturally there is little 
ground for congeniality. 

A further factor in the question is that 
the British youth geems to think that 
colonials and Americans necessarily lack 


those socia] quailfications on which they 
so pride themselves. They think of 
America as a wild and wooly country— 
the press and the stage. being largely 
responsible for this state of things. The

Strict English Customs. 

Some embarrassing incidents have oc- 
curred here by reason of our not under- 
standing the English point of yiew. I 
will mention two of them. 

One of the *Rhodes fellows, a big, har- 
dy specimen from the west, entered the 
dining room of his college the first night 
and found there several Englishmen. 
The situation looked awkward to the 
Amreican, and he said, ‘‘Well, fellows, 
as We will all be here together, I sup- 
pose I might as well introduce myself,’ 
which he did. The Oxonians entirely ig- 


nored the advance, and the only sign my’ 


friend received that they had heard his 
words was that one of the number raised 
his eyeglass and jooked at the American 
as if to say ‘‘Really.’’ 

I have seén the same mistake made at 
the University of Georgia: and while 
some of the students possibly thought as 
the English did in the case, they had the 
tact to rise to the occasion and subjectéd 
the well-meaning freshman to no humili- 
ation.

The 
high classes made in the renege sw 
the debates at the union, the excellent 
student publications, and many other 
things negative such an idea. The men 
are undoubtedly here, and friendships 
that will be the best’ thing in life, are 
being molded every day, but the ques- 
tion is what is the “open sesame’’ to this 
charmed people? Manifestly the initia- 
tive must come from the other side. We 
are sitting steady in the boat, and hop- 
ing that time will change the complex- 
fon of the matter. 
Misconceptions of America. 

The freshman here has had his time 
so taken up in learning Greek and Latin 
that he hag not acquired a very extensive 
acquaintance with ordinary affairs. His 
ideas in degard to America are gro- 
tesquely distorted. As I said above, the 
stage and press are to a great extent 
responsible for this. One of the most 
popular characters of the ordinary vau- 
deville is an American, long and lanky, 
and arrayed like Uncle Sam in Puck. He 
floods the floor with tobacco juice and 
says in an unearthly volce purporting to 
be the American twang, “You kin just 
bet your bottom dollar that your Uncle 
Pike wasn’t goin’ to buy no sich gold- 
brick as _ that.” Whereupon everyone 
laughs (with a broad a) and yells, “hear, 
hear.”’ 

The press prints little American news 
except weird accounts of Buffalo Bill's 
chasing desSperadoes out west, hair-rais- 


|ing tales of lynching bees, stories of great 


undertakings, and municipal] 
In this way the average English. 
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man appears to think of America as a 
great land of plenty, remote from civill- 
zation, the home of ‘the cowboy, the po- 
litical demagogues, and the miNionaire. 
He has heard little of any part of Amer- 
ica but New York city, which he pic- 
tures to himself as a vast city of thirty- 
story buildings; buffaloes, coyetes and 
Indians thronging the streets: trains 
running a hundred miles per hour, and 
ever ang anon killing a few score per- 
sons; society people in straw’ hats, full 
dress coat and red boots; while .all the 
rest of the country is an immense wheat 
field and cotton patch. 

Taking advantage of the undergradu- 
ate’s ignorance of America and of his 
perfect immunity fromthe contagion of 
a joke, the Rhodeg men have flooded the 
market here with a wondrous assortment 
of tales about American football], hunt- 
ing, inventions, etc. The effort to re- 
frain from laughter is menacing to the 
constitution when one sees the expres- 
sion of an English freshman’'s face on 
being told by an American football man 
that In‘all his experience in football he 
has not seen more than fifteen or twenty 
men killed. This remark is usually 
made in deprecating the idea current 
here that the American game is So much 
rougher than the English. 

The etory became current in the uni- 
versitv that’ the gentlemen from Arkan- 
sas passed the athletic test for the schol-

Seriously, though, we have been very 
much impressed with the great respect 
the English have for America. While 
they are undoubtedly inclined to view 
with scepticism our claims to social, ar- 
tistic and literary progress, in the matter 
of material leadership financial and 
commercia] preeminence and in _ the 
strength and excellence of our govern- 
ment they yield us unstinted praise. One 
could not resist a feeling of pride at the 
repeated references made by the history 
lecturers to America as the type of an 
enlightened and progressive nation, The 
great scale on which our capitalists work, 
the magnitude of our corporations and 
manufacturing industries, our fabulous 
output of wheat, iron and cotton, com- 
mand the greatest admiration of the 
English. The same attitude is quite 
noticeable in -France. The French seem 
to live in the past: they glory in their 
warlike history and in their art, culture 
and statesmanship. One old gentleman 
remarked to me that he admired ‘the 
liberty-loving American and the aston- 
ishing growth and _ prosperity of the 
country; you are a young nation yet; ma- 
terial prosperity—wealth—is a necessary 
antecedent to development in other di- 
rections. A nation hag no time for these 
things until it has worked out its mate- 
rial salvation.”

the same time gave each one a cordial 
handclasp. The diplomas became mixed, 
and the president entered heartily into the 
search for the right sheepskins. 

After that he took the remaining diplo- 
mas in one arm and called the names 
himself. The family doctor was eulogized | 
by the president in the opening of his | 
remarks as one for whom everybody en- | 
courages the greatest. intimegcy and affec- 
tion. The duties of the nava] doctor, the 
president said, enabled them to be of ad- 
vantage to their ‘‘stayryat-home’’ brothers 
in the opportunity they have jn the study | 
in tropical diseases.

I do not 
believe that the great vote received by 
Mr. Comer was the result of any fight 
the people of the state wanted.to make 
against the railroads—for the people are 
not against the railroads—but an expres- 
sion of thorough disgust with the rail- 
road lobby that has dominated legisla- 
tion at the capitol for twenty-five years. 
T'nat is where the trouble lies, and you 
wili see it when the test comes in such 
way as to throw the light where it will 
reveal the true conditions. Why should 
the people be against corporations? Why 
should not they entér a masterly protest 
against unrighteous lobbying that has 
been a disgrace to the state? That is 
the source of the trouble.” 


No Railroad Man. 

The impression is quite general that 
Lieutenant Governor Cunningham is not 
to come under the ban of the railroad 
icterests for the reason that he is con- 
sidered the safest man in the state who 
secms to stand any real show to be elect- 
ed to the governorship at this time. 
There can be no question about his 
fairness to all concerned while in the 
chair. At the risk of giving away state 
secrets, some of the discussions of the 
recent meeting of the state board of as- 
scesments may be _ referred to. This 
board has the matter of assessing the 
properties of the railroads of the state, 
Save depots and section houses, in hand. 
Trere was a disposition to increase the 
assessments in the same proportion that 
other property had been raised, but there 
was objection, on the ground that the 
old assessments had been: too heavy. 
The governor insisted for some time on 
the increases, it is heard, though finally 
axureeing to vote with the majority, inas- 
much as it wasg@hardly possible to ar- 
rive at a just estimate of the real value. 
Just here it may not be amiss to say 
that this is one of the most delicate 
duties of the state officers. It is prac- 
tically impossible to get at any real 
idea of what is right in the cases pre- 
sented, and it is feared that there is

A CIVIL SUIT 


Macon Recorder Dismissed 
Boer Who Refused to 
Wear Kilts. 


Constitution Bureau, 467 Second S8t., 
Macon, Ga., March 25.—(Special.)—The 
case against John Parker, wounded three 
times in the battle of Paarderburg as 
fan adjutant in the Boer war, was dis- 
missed by the recorder’s court this morn- 
ing. 

Captain Lewis, of the Boer war sperc- 
tacle,. appeared for the management in 
‘the prosecution of Parker on the chargs 
of beating his way to Macon in the 
wake of the show. 

Parker's case is a curious one. Captain 
Lewis testified in the retorder’s court 
this morning that Parker secured em 
ployment with the show people in New 
Orleans, under pretense that he was em- 
ployed in St. Louis. He further stated 


Se 


forse Parker was fired at several points 
along the road, being told to apply to the 
treasurer of the show people for any 
money which might be due him. Parx. 
er claims he has never been able to se- 
cure this money, nor has he been able 
to get a return ticket to St. Louis, which, 
he says, wag promised him. Captain 
Lewis testified that no contract tb this 
effect, verbal or written, has ever been 
made. The case against Parker Was 
made out on the ¢omplaint of detectives 
of the show, it being charged that ha 
was riding on the train at- the expense 
of the management of the show. 

But Parker gives another reason for 
his discharge by the management. He 
says they’ were shy on Highlanders in 
Atlanta and ‘wanted him to discard his 
Boer uniform for the kilts of a Scottish 
highlander. Born and bred to look on 
such a style of dress as effeminate, the 
change was rather repulsive to the Boer 
veteran. After fighting through over a 
dozen battles in South Africa, Parker 
says he would have feit disgraced with 
his legs covered by the kilts of a high- 
lander, He fought throughout the Boer 
war with Genera] Cronje, being wound- 
ed three times in the battle of Paarder. 
burg. 

In dismissing the case on the charge 
of “suspect,” Judge Nottingham said 
that. any violation of contract on the 
part of Parker or the management of 
the show was cause for civic action fm 
other courts.

lies upon the shelves and out in the open. 
I despair of giving you an adequate idea 
of its quantity ang variety.

cific. 

The contents of the buildings and yards 
are so great that I venture they wo ld 
cover, if they could be spread out in one 
place, a 500-acre farm, as deep as your 
waist, and leave plenty over for a fence 
twice that high around the edges.

- We wil] not vouch for the .exact 
truth of the rumor that some of the 
more enterprising of the Atlanta cab- 
men are oOfferimg accident policies to 
prospective patrons of their ram- 
shackle conveyances. We can, ‘how- 
ever, understand the very natural in- 
ference of the amazed traveler when 
he hazarded the surmise that city or- 
dinances prohibited the feeding of 
hack horses oftener than once a week. 
And we can follow the mental pro- 
cesses of his companion who suggest- 
ed, as an explanation of the presence 
of a large number of these dilapidated 
vehicles, that probably the municipali- 
ty subsidized them in proportion to 
their antiquity. 

The Constitution presents elsewhere 
in this issue a story which demon- 
strates that Atlanta enjoys the most 
disreputable facilities in this direction 
of any city of metropolitan dimensions 
in the south.

If they are to be permitted 
to assemble in their present rag-tag 
and bob-tail status at the new union 
passenger station soon to be opened, 
to lend a note of laughable incongruity 
to the atmosphere of that structure, 
we had better delay the opening cere- 
monies indefinitely, or until at least 
a few more of these alleged cabs have 
fallen to pieces through sheer process 
of decay.

Away with the weasleys! 

Jules Verne. 

Had Jules Verne, who now lies 
dead in Amiens, France, been able to 
link an intense practicability to his 
almost uncanny power of imagination, 
there are reasons to believe that he 
would have been the foremost inven- 
tive genius of the modern era. His 
mind was preeminently distinguished 
by that rare trait of creative initia- 
tive, seen in a more utilitarian form 
in Edison, of our country, and Sie- 
mens, of Germany. But the brain 
that could conceive and materialize on 
paper the most ingenioys devices for 
defying barriers stubbornly opposing 
science and discovery, balked at the 
more arduous task of putting them 
into actual operation. 

Yet to a very considerable extent 
his marvelous scientific dreams have 
been verified by the no less marvelous, 
strides of the men of more practical 
mold. His “Around the World in 
Highty Days,” purporting to demon- 
strate the possibility of circumnavigat- 
ing the globe in that length of time, 
was, at fhe time of its publication, 
scoffed at as being impossible of even 
eventual attainment. So revolution- 
ary, though, has been the progress of 
transportation that the mythical rec- 
ord which then excited ridicule and in- 
credulity, has long since been lowered 
by energetic globe-trotters. ‘Five 
Weeks in a Balloon,” in which he 
airily solved obstacles which at that 
time appeared insuperable, was like- 
wise the forerunner of @ vast evolu- 
tion in aerial navigation. The mod- 
ern dirigible balloon does not, of 
course, nearly approach Verne’s de- 
vice in its perfection, though it ful- 
fills many of the hypothetical require- 
ments laid down by the author. 

No less . prophetic was 
Thousand Leagues Under the Sea.” 
Since it was written the submarine 
boat has developed into a practical 
entity, although it has not attained 
that rare perfection in motive power 
and sureness of control with which 
Verné endowed the “Nautilus.”

Small Planters Must Cooperate. 
The outcome of the next six weeks 


will largely determine the success or 
failure of the comprehensive plans of 
the Southern Cotton Association: It is 
within that period that the bulk of 
the cotton crop for the season of 1905 
will be planted and the degree of 
fidelity with which the planters meet 
their pledges of a 25 per cent reduc- 
tion in acreage and fertilizers, will 
regulate the prices of next fall and 
decree the measure of prosperity ac- 
cruing to this section for perhaps sev- 
eral years in the future. 

‘Speaking from a vantage ground of 
long and intimate knowledge of the 
farmers of the south, The Constitution 
is of the opimion that this extended 
crisis will be weathered safely and 
that the middle of May will find such 
a generally restricted acreage as will 
completely confound those critics who 
have challenged the ability of the 
southern planters to act in effective 
unison. At the same time optimism 
does not interfere with our” clear- | 


that the most loyal advocates. of any 
cause are those able to locate its weak 
points and serve ample warning on 
the rank and file. 

Two distinct dangers confront the 
campaign of the agricultural interests 
of the south. The first one, the bait of 
possible high prices for the next few 
weeks, we alluded to recently in these 
columns; the second one lies in the 
uncertainty of action on part of a per- 
centage of the small farmers of the 
south, who have not bound themselves 
with the 25 per cent pledge. A dis- 
patch from Raleigh published in The 
Constitution recently calls attention 
to this unknown equation, stating that 
the officials of the North Carolina di- 
vision consider it of such importance 
that “they are going in every direc- 
tion urging the farmers to stand to- 
gether, and getting every pledge pos- 
sible for unity of action as to holding 
crop and reducing acreage.” 

The small farmers of the south, 
those who raise but a few bales on 
either the independent or tenant sys- 
tem, will constitute an important fac- 
tor in the success of the current move- 
ment. Jointly they produce sufficient 
cotton to exert an appreciable effect 
on the total output and consequently 
on the prices which, like the rain 
from heaven, affect the just or the un- 
just with rigid impartiality. It was 
this fact which led The Constitution 
to so warmly commend the resolution 
passed by the convention of the Geor- 
gia division, requesting landlords to 
exact only 75 per cent of their normal 
land rent in cotton and the balance in 
diversified crops, that the “cropper” 
might be given benefits of curtail- 
ment equally with the farmer owning 
his land. 

If land owners fail to- make this 
eminently just concession or small in- 
dependent farmers ignore the vital 
crusade being waged by their brethren 
throughout the south, it is possible for 
the plans so carefully laid to sustain 
serious injury. The farmer who pro- 
duces five bales of cotton has as nrmuch 
to gain by reducing his output, pro- 
portionately, as the planter whose 
acreage runs into the thousands. Four 
bales at 10 cents a pound will return 
more profit than five at 5 cents or 
even 71-2 cents. This is merely the 
intrinsic profit, to say nothing of the 
enormous saving in the expenses of 
production and the economy arising 
from the cultivation of food and mar- 
ket supplies on the 25 per cent surplus 
acreage. 

It is essential that the farmers of 
the south see the situation as it ex- 
ists. The most intense activity is in- 
cumbent On the officials of the state 
organizations for the next six weeks, 
and to this end the Georgia division 
should be adequately supplied with 
funds by the farmers, bankers and 
merchants of the state, according to 
their ability, that the needed task 
may be prosecuted. 

We are now confronted by one of 
the most vital phases of the cam- 
paign, and if the interdependent fac- 
tors labor with loyalty and fidelity its 
safe passage will prove to be the key- 
stone of southern prosperity of an un- 
precedented nature.

Consumption Camps. 

The tuberculosis specialists are 
pretty well agreed that medical sci- 
ence as yet has nothing better to pre- 
scribe for the victim of “the great 
white plague” than life in the open, 
with plenty of plain food and exercise, 
preferably in an altitude of exceeding 
a thousand feet above sea level, 
where malaria is not prevalent, and 
the drier and milder the climate the 
better. The consumptive cannot stand 
extremes of heat or cold, and to be 
out-of-doors all the time the climate 
must be equable. 

Recognizing the practicability of 
this method of treatment, a number 
of states have established mountain 
retreats for consumptives. Pennsyl- 
vania has one in the Alleghenies that 
is bringing scores of invalids back to 
health, and New York has one in the 
Adirondacks. But the best results 
are obtained in the high, dry climate 
of the Rocky mountains or on the pla- 
teau further south. One of the great- 
est of these camps is now being pro- 
jected by the fraternal orders of the 
country united in this great work of 
humanity. The plan is to establish in 
New Mexico a camp for the treatment 
of 50,000 sufferers. 

This is a noble work, than which 
a better could not be engaged in by 
our great fraternal societies. One of 
the interesting feafures of the na- 
tional tuberculosis congress to be Held 
in Atlanta next month will be the 
reading of authoritative papers show- 
ing the progress that has been made 
by the various consumption camps of 
the country and the desirability of 
that natural method of treatment.

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Technical Education Needed. 

The Constitution has frequently 
called attention to the need of. techni- 
cal or industrial education in the 
south. The tendency to limit educa- 
tion to “book learning’ is not con- 
fined to the south, however. All over 
the country are heard complaints that 
the rising generation, ignoring the op- 
portunities for profitable future em- 


ployment afforded by a practical and. 
mechanical age, persists in following 
in the footsteps of its fathers in pre- 
ferring a professional career to an 
occupation infinitely more remunera- 
tive and that promises greater  use- 
fulness. 

The Philadelphia Ledger gives a 
very pertinent example of the situa- 
tion in this regard as_ reflected 
through two want ads. that recently 
appeared in its advertising columns. 
One of them read: 


Wanted—First-class 
steady work, nine hours, 
per day, bring overalls. 


The other ad. read: 

Wanted—A librarian for a public in- 
stitution, hours of service 8 a. m. to 10 
p. m., salary $400 per year. Undoubted 
references required. 

To the first ad., which remained 
standing in the paper for several 
days, there was not a single response. 

To the second ad., which appeared 
but a single time, there were 368 re- 
plies. 

This is significant. The mechani- 
cal occupations, which pay the most 
money and exact the shortest working 
hours, are being neglected. What is 
wanted is “genteel” and “light” em- 
ployment, not because people who 
sorely need amployment are not physi- 
cally strong enough to engage in me- 
chanical pursuits, or not capable of 
becoming proficient in them, but be- 
cause of a foolish sense of caste in the 
nature of the employment. 

In New York city the building con- 
tractors recently signed a wage scale 
with the bricklayers whereby these 
skilled artisans are to receive $48 per 
week for an eight-hour day. In the 
“learned” or “cultured” professions 
many a man works and worries him- 
self into a state of semi-lunacy for an 
uncertain remuneration of $400 or 
$500 a year. Many doctors, lawyers, 
preachers and teachers who do not 
receive over this amount would hug 
their poverty with a world of self- 
complacency rather than engage in a, 
manual pursuit whose prosecution 
means pecuniary independence an@ 
leisure for mental growth, many of 
whom would make better bricklayers 
or artisans of any kind than profes- 
sional men. The same is true of many 
who are filling clerkships and doing 
office work. The “light,” “genteel” 
positions are over-crowded, with con- 
ditions injurious to health and the 
pay small, while the manual occupa- 
tions that call for skilled labor are 
filled with difficulty, thoneh offering 
superior conditions of work and good 
pay. 

The way to remedy this lamentable 
state of affairs is to raise manual 
training to educational dignity and 
found technical schools in every com- 
munity. Away with the false pride 
that recognizes caste in employment 
and scrambles for the barest foothold 
on the slippery sfde of ‘“‘genteel pur- 
suits’ when there is firm ground and 
plenty of elbow room in the wider 
sphere of honest, healthy, skilled man- 
ual labor!

many young men have not the wit or 
the manhood to see the the larger op- 
portunity offered them. In the bound- 
less field of agriculture the potentiali- 
ties are infinite. There is indepen- 
dence and even wealth in scientific, 
intensive farming. In the south, at 
least, land is cheap and gvery oppor- 
tunity at hand to encourage intelli- 
gent, ambitious young men to acquire 
a thorough agricultural education by 
practical experience, and there should 
be more agricultural colleges to start 
them on the right road. It*is not the 
colored people alone who need Tuske- 
gees. The young men of the south 
need more opportunities and more en- 
coutagement to acquire a_ technical 
education by the establishment of 
more schools of manual training ana 
the cultivation of a larger public re- 
spect for mechanical, industrial and 
agricultural pursuits. 

It is only by such a course as this 
that the south can achieve its full 
measure of material success and 
growth. The problem of livelihood 
and independence for the rising gene- 
ration will be easy of solution when 
the work that really needs to be per- 
formed by our own hands is under- 
taken by them with right good will, 
intelligently, perserveringly, and with 
a new-found sense of dignity.

“JUDGE NOT.” 


Reverend Charles Wagner Shows Strikingly Why 


Men Should, As Christ Commanded, Love 


Rather Than Judge One Another.

Text of Sermon 7th Chapter Matthew. 
B would often wish, in certain 
peculiar and difficult circumstan- 
ces of life, to have near us a 

sure and enlightened friend, who not only 
would inspire us with perfect trust in 
his goodness and sympathy toward our- 
Selves, but also in his own clear-sighted- 
ness. One would wish to have such a 
friend to place important questions be- 
fore him, and, to sit at his feet and lis- 
fén to his reply in silence. For my part, 
in the obscurities of life I love to sit at 
the Master’s feet. He has the ae 
The spirit of the gospel, as far as I 
have learnt to know it by my experi- 
ence, creates in each mind, in every man 
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and in every human circumstance, the 
most advantageous combination possible. 
The spirit of the gospe] renders each man, 
in his particular way, whatever may be 
his turn of mind or capability, able to 
give the maximum of what he can ren- 
der. 
. Today let us al) sit at the Master’s feet 
to hear Him utter the words that I have 
just read to you. So much is the man 
worth, as we know, so much are his 
words worth. He says: “Judge not.’’ It 
is He who says it, and He says it to us. 
Compare the One who speaks and His 
advice with those who listen to Him. 
The qualities of a good judge are of a 
varied order; he requires mentality on the 
one hand and knowledge on the other. 
A good judge must have a special soul, a 
soul made up of equity and kindly clear- 
sightedness. To this agirit of uprightness 
he must add knowledge and information. 
He does not act only upon his own per- 
sonal impressions, however right they may 
be. He must judge from documents, 
Christ has the two qualities that make 
the true judge—mentality and knowledge. 
No one has ever possessed a soul that 
inspired greater trust in all cases, to judge 
them and to hold the formidable scales. 
He possesses what is needful to judge 
with mercy and justice. Amid then He 
has eyes that see verW far; He knows hu- 
manity. It is even one of our greatest 
consolations that He does know it. I 
have often said to myself in. the presence 
of pessimists and of those who conflemn 
humanity in consequence of its vices and 
blackness, I have often said to myself, 
as words of supreme comfort: ‘“‘That One 
knew us, He knew our defects, and yet 
He had confidence in us, since He said 
to us (and it was not a mere manner 
of speaking; Christ never used a word 
that was only a mere form of speech); 
I repeat that He had trust in us, since 
He said: “Be ye perfect as your Father

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judge the feelings of others. I have seen 
persons who know not what mourning is, 
who show on their faces that their life 
has been like a smoothly flowing river; I 
have seen those persons carefully notice 
the expression of others when struck 
down by a great sorrow take note of the 
shades of mourning worn by this or that 
one, their different ways of behaving 
under fire, their various manners of writh- 
ing in the furnace of pain. It is revolting. 
it is horrible, to thus assume the office 
of a judge of what is taking place in the 
souls of others. If their tears are shed in- 
wardly, if it is through modesty that they 
do not exhibit their grief to a world which 
is so often unworthy to witness it, these 
judges are Hable to express the opinion 
that they are surprisingly calm for peo- 
ple struck down by sorrow. 

We also have judges seated at a tribunal 
and calling up prisoners accused of heresy. 
In this’ case it is the faith of others that 
is judged—their prayers when they speak 
to God. Judgment is passed upon the 
place that the tmage of Christ occupies 
in their mind, and whether that place 1s 
sufficient or not. The measure is taken 
of the results of their thoughts applied 
to the mysteries of creation, and whether 
these results are equal to their oDdject. 
The value {s taken of the length and 
breadth of their hopes, an estimation is 
made of the reality, the sincerity and the 
degree of authenticity of their belief; their 
religious conscienve is judged, a hand is 
laid (that hand of man that {fs too heavy. 
too thick, too cold and too unjust) upon 
that sacred place that is called the inner 
sanctuary. Judgment is passed upon what 
cannot be seen, a name is given to the in- 
visible; that which has no sensible weight 
is laid upon the scales; and the measure 
is taken of that which comes under no 
rule of measurement. Then sentence is 
passed. execution is made, excommuni- 
cation is pronounced, and that is justice. 
And the judges go to their rest, as wild 


in Heaven is perfect.” Thus He deemed 
us capable of infinite perfection, | 

I would have the same trust in be- 
ing judged by Christ. I would quietly put 
my cause into His hands, and from His 
lips, without distrust. I would let fall 
on my head the sentence that weighs me 
and judges me. I would know that en- 
tire justice, merciful and upright jus- 
tice, would be rendered. Now, it is pre- 
cisely this indubitable judge who says: 
“Judge not.” He says it to us. We are 
led to believe that He says it because we 
have not in genera] the mentality of a 
judge; and, on the other hand, we have 
not sufficient knowledge; we are not up- 
right, and if we were we cannot establish 
Our judgment upon complete documents. 

First of all, we have not mentality. 
When we consider men in general it 
must be acknowledged that they are not 
good judges. In the first place there are 
prejudiced judges; we know what they 
are. Then there are complaisant judges, 
and we know what they are. Then there 
are judges suspecté@ of mercenary mo- 
tives; we also know what they are. 
There are also passionate judges, and 
finally judges who render judgment on 
what they are ignorant of. 

It is well known that a man ifs never so 
thoroughly at peace or has a lighter heart 
for rendering justice than when he Is 
speaking of what he knows nothing about. 
Nothing equals the serenity of soul with 
which the blind In spirit judge the paint- 
ings of others: nothing equals the sere- 
nity of soul with which the deaf in spirit 
crf™cise ttfe music made by other people. 
Have you seen children judge their par- 
ents? Young men without experience 
judging from their own standpoint the ex- 
perience of older men? Have they not 
severely critical words which disconcert 
the wisest of us? It is always those who 
understand the least who judge the most. 

Have you seen people in easy circum- 
stance, wealthy people, or people of mere- 
ly independent means, call up before their 
tribunal the needy man, the man in em- 
barrassed circumstances, the one whose 


animals go to sleep after they have de- 
voured their prey. Why could their sleep 
be troubled? They have judged in the 
name of God Himself; they have judged 
heretics, unbelievers or wrong believers. 
What is more comfortable to the most 
just laws than to expulse from the city of 
God and from the society of believers 
those whose faith is tainted with error?

Higher Prices From the Liverpool 
Market Assisted 


Rumors of a Revival of the Bull 
Campaign in May. Wheat Had 
a Strengthening Effect.

Chicago, March 25.—Rumors of a re- 
vival of the bull campaign in May wheat 
had a strengthening effect on the wheat 
market in general here today. At the 
close, May wheat was up !-8c.

Attention Diverted from Market on 
Account of Underwriting Schemes 
That Yield Big Profits. 
Rich Pickings from 


Bond Issues. 


By Robert WN. Burnett. 

_ New York, March 25.—(Special.)—With- 
drawal of support by bankers this week 
from the stock ‘market, with signs that 
many of them are getting out as many 
of their holdings as possible, with a view 
to letting prices take their own course— 
these facts, in connecfion with the prep- 
arations for floating another large Japa- 
nese loan, some $/50,000,000, here and 
abroad, render appropriate the consider-. 
ation of the enormous profits of under- 
writing schemes and explain why atten- 
tion is diverted from the stock market. 
I was reliably informed this week that 
a leading firm, which has been identified 
with the principal new bond and stock 
issues of the last two years, made a net 
profit during 1903 of $10,000,000. If a 
single frm in one year did that well, 
what is to be said of the combined prof- 
its of a score of firms and institutions? 
The reason why they prefer new under- 
writings to the slower pace of the stock 
market is self-evident. At the same 
time, it is probable that a part of the 
large gains of the firm above mentioned 
Camé g€rom operations in the general 
market. This firm has been a noteworthy 
figure for several years in the manipu- 
lation of various stocks and is presumed 
to enjoy close relations with the Rocke- 
fellers. But when the supply of money 
becomes limited, and certain interests 
have to go without, it is the stock mar- 
ket that suffers, not new bond undertak- 
ings. 

The bankers, with‘an eye to their own 
welfare, always manage to find enough 
for “anything good.’’ So it will be with 
the new Japanese fiotation. As an in- 
stance of the large profits, take the last 
Japanese issue, which was put out at 
88, with a liberal commission to the 
bankers, which came out of that. Since 
then the price has risen above par. Here 
was a possible gain of a dozen points or 
more. There are numerous other bond 
issues coming—those of railroad corpora- 
tions—from which there will be rich 
pickings. 

Wall. street has been much puzzled this 
week to make ott who has all the 
stocks. This is an ever recurring ques- 
fion and it finds wide discussion among 
bankers, brokers, traders and everybody 
else interested in the market. The pur- 
pose of such inquiry is, if possible, to 
judge whether stocks should go up or 
down. If the big people, for instance, 
were all out of their stocks, the ordi- 
nary layman would figure that the mar- 
ket is likely to go down. The argument 
*-¢s that the financiers would like to get 

hem back lower down: and prepare to 

Gatch.a new jot. If it should, be found 

that the bankers are stfll heavily loaded 

with securities the argument is that they 
would hold the market until they have 
got out, and would be apt to mark 
prices higher. By common agreement 
the outside public has not come into the. 
market to any great extent. Then who 
“has the stocks? The bankers have un- 
questionably disposed of a great many. 

A number of speculative cliques, such 

as have been referred to before in this 

paper, are supposed to be carrying enor- 
mous amounts—more than is probably 
for their good, if anything disastrous 


happens. 
Not Much Public Buying. 

Again the loan account betrays the 
men who. are doing most in the market. 
There have been few changes in col- 
latera] and such as the lenders get is, 
as a rule; in large amounts, with few 
gmail lots taking the place of the large 
ones. This means professional transac- 
tions and inability to induce tle public 
to come in and buy small am@unts. One 
argument offered why a considerable 
break in prices would be a good thing, 
ie that it wotld encourage public buy- 
ing. At present many persons are de- 
terred from doing anything in stocks be- 
oause of a belief that prices are alto- 
gether too high. That the average level 
is remarkably high, there is no denying. 
It was pointed out that there had been 
a rise of |4 points without a decline of 
$ points up to the first of this week. 

At the firsPof the week the stock mar- 
ket was an average of 30 points above 
a year ago, taking a score of represen- 
tative issues. It is natural that under 
such condftions the bankers should find 
it “oonvenient’’. to turn their attention 
away from the stock market and let it 

sag off. 

The monetary situation is coming in 
for a good deal of attention for various 
reasons. First, the outflow of money 
from this center to the south and west, 
preparatory to an active spring trade, 
will do’ much to deplete the local re- 
serves, but the efflux will partly be made 
good by the liberal treasury disburse- 
ments under the deficiency appropriation 
acts. When these payments are fully 
made the banks will have received back 
a good deal of tie money which they 
paid in under the order to transfer pub- 
Ho funds not later than March 15. Thus 
this money will again be put in circula- 
tion, though it will not again appear as 
government deposits. The local money 
market is receiving Its greatest help 
from abroad. In vfew of the general 
lowering of interest rates, which fpllow- 

- @@ the reduction in the Bank of Eng- 
land’s minimum rate-of discount to 2 1-2 
per cent, there has Been a general stam- 


pede among foreign capitalists to place 2 


money here where better returns are to 
be had than in Eurdpe. During the pres- 
enteWweek there has ben quite a fall in 
foreign exchange, under pr of s0- 
called “finance” bills. Th are nothing 
more or.less than bankers’ bills payable 
in 60 or 90 days, which are put out in 
expectation that hefore the end of the 
stipulated, period they will be able to 
cover with commercial Bills at a lower 
rate of exchange, thereby making a good 
profit. These bills have been utilized for 
the purpose of reducing the local bank 
loans. In effect, it represents the lend- 
ing of so much money af this center. 
One effect 6f the re@uction in interest 
rates abroad has been a brisk buying of 
American securities for foreign account, 
which has not been manifested through 
the day to day operafions in the stock 
market. The purchases are largely of 
new capital issues and the so-called ar- 
bitrage transactions contain no indication 
of what is going on. The “trading” be- 
tween New York and London, on the 
exchanges, as a rule, merely represents 


_ the number. 


the scalping operations of specula- 
tors who, if they can buy at one price 
here and sell i-4 or 3-8 higher abroad, 
make haste to do so and pocket the dif- 
ference... The chief. investment buying 
for ‘foreign acount has been in unlisted 
issues, one of fhe latest being the $10,- 
000,000 new telephone bonds. 


How Will Peace Affect Markets? 

A’ subject which is already begining 
to excite interest is the question: What 
effect will peace between Russia and Ja- 
pan have.on the world’s markets? A 
leading. banker gave his opinion in the 
one word “none.” Going on to explain, 
he added that peace in the Far East had 
been fully discounted. The fact was re- 
called that the same thing was true 
when the end of the Boer was was offi- 
cially announced. British consols were 
at their highest (for that period) just 
before “tite announcement; not after it. 
This condition of things brought about 
general realizing sales by an army ot 
speculators who had bought consols for 
a rise and expected to clear half a dozen 
points.

They were put 
out at higher interest rates than. those 
of Russia and the former are therefore 
likely to grow in favor because of their 
large return on the investment, which 
now appears to appeal to the general 
public as comparafively safe, though for 
a long time they were regarded as specu- 
lative. But Russia’s resources are enor- 
mous and with the war at an end there 
ig every prospect of a recovery in prices 
of her securifies. The French public

enormously, should Russia’s credit fail.

I have not expressed 
my views for publication, nor do I care 
to be quoted now; but any statement 
that I have opposed the proposition is 
incorrect.’’ 


Sugar People Interested. 

Some republicans hope to obtain con- 
siderable support from the democrats for 
the. duty. Louisiana and Texas have 
tands which agricultural experts declare 
are especially adapted to the production 
of coffee, and probably other gulf states. 
Tea is now produced in South Carolina. 
The only reason coffee is not produced 
in the south, it Is claimed, is because 
there is no duty on it, and the south 
can not compete with Brazilian cheap 
labor without a duty. Support is also ex- 
pected from Colorado, and Senator Teller 
has given the idea his approval. 

“There are many reasons why this 
would be a good thing to do,’ he said 
today, “advantageous to both the United 
States and to the people of the islands. 
If they can be persuaded to turn their 
attention to coffee, the !slands would de- 
velop a crop that would pay them well 
and would not interfere with any of the 
industries of this country. Every one 
knows that the admission of sugar free 
would operate to the disadvantage of the 
sugar growers of the United States. The 
beet-sugar industry is growing rapidly, 
but the growers of this country can not 
hope to compete with the cheap labor of 
the Philippines, where sugar can be 
raised and put. on hoard ship for 70 
cents a hundred pounds. In Colorado 
last year we raised 65,000 tons of beet 
sugar and some of our farmers cleared 
upward of $70 per acre. No crop that 
they can put. out will. give them such 
a profit as this, and the industry has 
developed to such an extent that a new 
factory, involving an outlay of over a 
million dollars, is now being constructed 
one hundred miles east of Denver, Sim- 
fiar. conditions exist in Michigan, Ne- 
braska, Utah and California. The soil 
and climate of the Indian Territory and 
Oxlahoma are peculiarly adapted to su- 
gar-beet culture, and it is one of the 
coming great industries of a large sec- 
tion of the western country.

Rome, Ga., March 25.—(Special.)—The 
plant of the Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
Company was destroyed by fire tonight 
at 10 o’clock, causing a total loss ot 
$250,000. 

Russell Berry, of this city, Wis very 
badly injured by coming in contact with 
sulphuric acid, which had escaped from 
the company’s reservoir. 

Several other persons, who rushed to 
the scene of the conflagration, were 
slightly injured in the same manner. 

Twenty freight cars, valued at $7,000, 
were cnught on nearby sidings by the! 
blaze and were consumed. The cars be-| 
longed to several railroads. Some were | 
already loaded and some were waiting 
for their intended contents. So rapid, 
was the work of the flames that engines 
could not be brought up in time to re- 
move them to places of safety. 

A large amount of fertilizer, which 
was stored in the houses of the com- 
anpy,.was destroyed. 

The cause of the blaze is unknown, 
and in the excitement of the moment it 
is impossible to ascertain any definite 
information, 

Great Tanks Burst. 

During the progress of the fire the, 
great tanks containing the sulphuric acid, 
used in making the product of the cog- 
pany, were opened by the heat and the 
contents rushed over the ground, blight- 
ing and destroying everything with which 
it came in contact. 

It was at this stage fhat Berry ar- 
rived, and perhaps not noticing the dan- 
ger, he was seriously injured by the 
fluid.

Famous Actor and Play- 
wright Dies on Long 
Island. 


New York, March 25.—Maurice Barry- 
more, the actor, died today at a sani- 
tarium at Amityville, L. I, 

Mr. Barrymore had been f failing health 
for several years. Of lote he failed rapid- 
ly in mind as well as in body, and his 
last years were spent in the closest 
seclusion. 

Mr. Barrymore came of English parents 
in India fifty years ago. His rea] name, 
Herbert Blyeth, probably, was known to 
comparatively few of the thousands who 
knew him as one of, the most popular 
actors on the American stage. Educated 
at Cambridge university in England, 
young Blyeth early prepared himself for 
the civff service in India, and later took 
up the profession of law. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar, but soon forsook that 
pursuit for the dramatic stage. 

His first public appearance in America 
was at the Fifth Avenue theater in this 
city many years ago, and since that time 
he had a leading part in many of the 
great successes of the stage. He was at 
various times leading man for Modjeska 
and Lilly Langtry, and in many other 
prominent companies. Mr. Barrymore 
also was well known as an author and 
playwright. 

In 1876 Mr. Barrymore married Georgie 
Drew, a daughter of Mrs. John Drew and 
sister of John Drew, the well-known actor, 
Ethel Barrymore, the actress, was his 
daughter, and John and Lionel Barrymore 
his sons. 

His breakdown took place about four 
years ago, while playing at a theater in 
this city, when he suddenly lost his lines 
and began to talk incoherently, Later he 
was removed to a sanitarium. Although 
he had been in poor health ever since his 
breakdown, his death was unexpected.

Augusta Firm Will Receive Whisky 
Formerly Seized. 

Augusta, Ga., March 25.—(Special.)— 
Deputy Collector Wimberly stated today 
that it was safe to say that a compro- 
mise had been entered into between the 
owners of the Richardson-Downey dis- 
tilery and Commissioner J. W. Yerkes, 
of Washington, D. C., whereby they 
would receive again the whisky which is 
held in the cellar of the government 
building in this city, with the excep- 
tion of the amount which was found 
buried beneath the clinkers at the still. 

When a permit is granted for the op- 
eration of a distillery, the government 
holds a deed which, they claim, if there | 
is ever a seizyre at the still. For this 
reason the site as well as the plant and

W HIGH COURT 


Employing Printers’ Club. an 
legal Combination 


Blosser Company Entitled to Protec- 
tion and to Damages, if Injury 
Has Been Inflicted — An 
Interesting Anti-Trust 
Dectsién, 


The supreme court of Georgia rendered 


combination formed to control, or in re- 
straint of, trade, is illegal and void and 
that it may be properly and lawfully 
estopped from its illegal acts by injunc- 
This is not the first time the su- 
preme court has passed on this point, 
but the facts in this case make it a 
peculiarly interesting one, and in con- 
nection with it the supreme court refers 
several times to its recent decision In 
the similar case of Brown & Allien V. 
Jacobs’ Pharmacy Company, 115 Ga. 
page 429. 

The case in question is that of the Em- | 
ploying) Printers’ Club of Atlanta v. the 
Dr. Blosser Company. The Blosser com- 
pany was formerly a member of the Em- 
ploying/Printers’ Club, and on two occa- 
sions put in a Bid for the printing of 
The Wesleyan Christian Advocate at a 
lower figure than given by Foote & Da- | 
vies, who were then printing it. The 
first time the Blosser company was fined 
$125, but resigned from the club, where- 
upon a threat was made that its union | 
labor would be withdrawn. Thereupon | 
the fine was paid and the company con- 
tinued its membership. The second time 
the Blosser company was ordered to pay 
$300 damages to Foote & Davies for tak- 
ing away its contract. It refused to do 
so and resigned. Thereupon the Employ- 
ing Printers’ Club took steps to make 
the union printers and other workmen 
withdraw from the Blosser company’s 
plant, which many of them did. But 
when some of them returned several of 
the other printers opened their shops to 
nonunion men in order to force the union 
to leave Blosser. 

Sustained in Strong Terms, 

It was then that the Dr. Blosser Com- 
pany brought suit for injunction and for 
$50,000 damages in Fulton superior 
court, where a temporary injunction was 
granted restraining the club from in any 
way interferring with the workmen em- 
ployed by the Blosser company. ‘The 
club immediately took exceptions to 
Judge Lumpkin’s restraining order_and 
appealed to the supreme court, which 
has now sustained Judge Lumpkin’s de- 
cision in every particular, and in the 
strongest terms. 

The supreme court holds that the con- 
tract of the printers’ club to control 
prices is contrary to public policy and 
void ,for it is evident from the record 
that the club was formed with the end 
in view of fixing the prices of all print- 
ing done in Atlanta. In this connection 
reference is made to the Brown & Alien 
v. Jacobs’ Pharmacy ‘Company case. 

In the hand notes summarizing the de- 
cision the supreme court says tnat a 
combination of two or more persons to 
injure one in his trade by inducing his 
him 
or @ecline to longer continue in his em- 
ploy is, if it results in damages, action- 
able. It is held therefore that the Blos- 
ser company has grounds for a damage 
suit against the club. 

Has Right to Protetcion, 
The court continues by saying that a 


whose connection with it was severed 
before filing suit will not be denied the 
protection of a court of equity against 
an illegal action of such combination, 
because of previous connection therewith. 
The malicious procurement of a breach 
of contract of employment, the court 
says, resulting in damages, where such 
procurement was during the existence | 
of a contract, is an actionable wrong. A} 
court of equity, the supreme court says, 
will interpose by injunction to prevent 
the several members of an illegal combi- 
nation from enforcing an illegal agree- 
ment to the hurt and injury of one en- 
gaged in competitive business. 

In course of its opinion, the supreme 
court says: 

“There can be no doubt that the facts 
in the petition, if true (and the Qemurrer 
admits their truth) establish not only a 
conspiracy to fix and control the price 
of printing in Atlanta, but also a ma- 
licious interference with the business of 
the plaintiff.”’ 

Further along the court makes this in- 
teresting comparison: 2 

An Interesting Comparison. 

“Besides, an unlawful combination in 
restraint of trade is wrong to the public 
as well as to the injured individual. If 
a man confederates with a burglar to 
break and enter a house, but abandons 
the criminal project, his agreement to 
join in the burglary will not justify in- 
fliction of an injury upon his person by 
the burglar and deprive him of the right. 
of self-defense, merely ‘because of the| 
inten- | 


tion.”’ 

The Blosser company was represented 
in this litigation by Kontz & Austin and 
Judge Howard Van Epps, while the) 
counsel for the Employing Printers’ Club) 
were Smith & Wright. 

The action of the supreme court makes | 
the injunction against the club from in- | 
terferring with the Blosser company’s | 
labor, permanent, and the suit for dam- 
ages will now be brought to trial.

He 
didn’t last long after that, dying in an 
hasylum. 

“If half the people that Mike Gleason 
had befriended had followed his body to 
the cemetery, he would have had the 
largest funeral ever seen in Boston,” said 
Captain Poke, of the Police News, 

Mike was one Of my earliest and steadi- 
est friends. I hope he {is happy, and I 
think he is. Such men are not handed 
down in history as patterns, but they do

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THEATRICAL SYNDICATE 
DEFENDED. BY MARC KLAW 


By Marc Elaw. 

NE bright winter's day in Febru- 

ary, 1896, at an accidental lunch- 

eon in the Holland house, New 
York, the gentlemen composing what is 
Known as the “Theatrical Syndicate’ 
were discussing the business conditions 
of; the theaters in New York and 
throughout the country, following the 
three years of depression occasioned by 
the silver panic of 1893. At that time 
Kiaw & Erlanger, two of the me. pres- 
€nt, had carried on successfully what is 
known in theatricals as a ‘booking 
agency” in 25 West Thirticth street. 
Charles Frohman, ten blocks further up 
on Broadway, was representing a <hain 
of theaters, extending westward, with 
headquarters in the Empire theater bulld- 


‘ing. Messrs. Nixon & Zimmerman were 


the leading managers of Philadelphia, 
operating nearly all the first-class houses 
in that city. Al Huyman was the owner

a “booking agency’’ is, and to do so I 
will have to go back some years to show 
the condition of the theater in the 
Lnited States before these comprelensive 
booking agencies were stablishd 


Less than twenty years ago a formida-_ 


ble percentage of the business of the 
theater was conducted on the sidewalk, 
i: hotel offices, cafes, and, I regret to 
Say, in bar rooms. In those days, man- 
agers of theaters far and near would 
come to New ‘York after their seasons 
were over—usually in June, July and 
August—and inaugurate a catch-as-catch- 
catch-can meeting with the managers of 
what are called troupes or combinations. It 
is difficult within the Nimts of a newspa- 
per article to get the technicalities of 
the theatrical business intelligently betore 
the reader, but the local, or theater mar- 
ager, is the man who leases or operates 
a-theater, -which, it must pe kept in 
mind, ig an entirely separate and distinct 
individual from the manager of a trav- 
eling compeny, or what is sometimes 
‘producing Manager.”’ 


The theater manager in those days had menstruation, weakness of the stom- 


an expensive establishment on his hands. 
When his seasOn was over he usually 
fcund his following season’s time un- 
filled, with the exception of a few weeks 
booked in advance by some astyte travei- 
ing manager who probably was holding 
the same time in several theaters until 
he could see-saw these local managers 
into giving him terms upon which the }0- 
cal managers could not live. This was 
the necessity which created the booking 
agencies. The booking ag¢nt acts as the 
representative of these theater managers 
for a payment agreed upon bttween them), 
under which agreement the agent keeps 
their vacant timé on his books in New 
York and deals with the managers of 
the traveling companies to fill that time; 
end, notwithstanding all asertions to the 
contrary, he takes nothing from the con- 
trol of the loca] managyr so far as Hook. 
ings are concerned, because after al) is 
said and done he is merely the agent of 
the local manager and can not make 
ccntracts except with the approval of 
the local manager. The time and terms 
are always submitted to the local mana- 
ger before contracts are signed. 


Distinct Benefits. 

Now, this arrangement immediately 
produced the following distinct benefits 
for the business of the theater: 

First. It made the management of 
theatrical business generally a dignified 
Calling instead of the haphazard plan 
conducted upon the streets and in cafes. 

Second. It prevented the d@unning 
traveling manager on the one hand from 
booking the same date in two cities, 
while on the other hand the local man- 
ager could not arbitrarily throw out a 
date after it -had been booked, as was 
too often the case, because once the 
booking agent established the date and 
contracts were signed there was no such 
thing as destroying the evidence of an 
agreement. 

Third, It made it possible, in the event 
of disaster by conflagration, epidemic or 
any other cause, to rearrange the routes 
of companies so that they would not 
have to be idle, thus preventing thou- 
sands of employees, including artists, 
mechanics, transfer men and others from 
being thrown out of temporary employ 
ment, and has demonstrated its efficacy 
in this regard many times since, notably 
during the yellow fever period in the 
south, when rigid quarantines were sud- 
denly established entailing the rear- 
rangement of many tours. 

Fourth. It compelled the carrying out 
by managers of their tours as booked, 
thus giving the artists and artisans em- 
ployed in theatrical companies continu- 
ous employment, which was almost jm- 
possible under the old regime. 

Fifth. It prevented useless and ruinous 
railroading by companies of the same 
waliber, or af the same kind, in an en- 
deavor to avoid each other, or to un- 
necessarily pit themselves against each 
other in some given point that Was not 
able to support two attractions of the 
same kind or of equal strength. 

Sixth. It was a distinct betterment of 
the profession as well as the business of 
the theater, and I want to make myself 
clear that there is a profession as weli 
as a business in. theatricals. 

These two elements are as distinct, yet 
as necessary to each otkér, as the bus? 
ness department and the editorial de- 
partment of a newspaper. The profes- 
sion was bettered in this way, that irre- 
sponsible managers, either local o7 
traveling, could not spread false reports 
about their receipts or about the busi- 
ness they were doing, as the booking 
agents kept In close touch with them. 
As a consequence, artists were surer of 
their engagements, surer of the payment 
of salaries and surer of an avoldance of 
the many difficulties and annoyances 
which ordinarily interfered with their 
Stage work. A manager who showed him- 
eelf irresponsible and unreliable in his 
contracts and agreements could not 
carry his schemes very far without de- 
tection. 

Large Banking Agency. 

The formation of the syndicate meant 
nothing more nor less than the cuupbin. 
ing of two booking agencies into one, 
and the syndicate has never been any- 
thing more nor less than a large book- 
ing agency..Its influence upon the pro- 
fession Of the theater (and by this I 
mean the artistic side of the theater) 
has been neutral because it has nothing 
to do with that end of the theater. Plays 
and actors continue to be good, bad of 
indifferent, just as they always have 
been and always will be, That the indi- 
vidua] members of the syndicate con- 
tinue to be the producers of plays as 
they were before its organization augura 


'nothing except that they shogid be held 


individually responsible for the merits 
or demerits of their productions, but 
they should not be held as a syndicate, 
because the combination, never in the 
whole history of the syndicate, produced 
but a single play. And it may surprise 
my readers to know that in the city of 
New York the syndicate absolutely con- 
trols only one theater, namely, the 
Knickerbocker.

‘Assisted by a couple of expert designers, I am largely instrumental in modeling the 
Styles for the House I represent, the designers, aided by my suggestions, constantly 
striving to improve on the productions of the previous season. I make it a point to ob- 
serve keenly every well-dressed man I see. I may get an idea from the cut of the shoul- 
der from this one; a new cuff effect from that one; a little distinctive patterning from the 
other. Sometimes a young man with clever ideas will come to my office in the store and 
ask me to make him a suit in the fashion that is adeparture from the regular line of the 
season. We never hesitate to do this, even when a loss is necessitated, for we are always 


open to new ideas and can learn from our customers as well as from others. 
‘Sometimes we will make up a half-a-dozen startlingly new things. Now and then 


one of them will go like wild-fire. 

‘A certain line known as our ‘Young Men’s Specials’ illustrated this in a most inter- 
esting manner. We made these clothes up with unusually broad shoulders and plenty of 
chest-room—not in the Styles to suit stout men, but rather well-built young fellows. 

“This season we added a deep vent tothe back of the coat; pressed the side seams, 
so as to give a box effect; made very deep rolling collars, and the results materially ex- 


ceeded our expectations. 
‘I might mention here that in the buying of the cloth I see the products of every woolen mill of 


the United States, and in some cases secure the entire output of a certain pattern. This, of course, 


helps to make our garments distinctive. 
‘But it is by constant observation; by an almost psychological sense of what is fit and what is not 


fit for adoption. I ‘steep’ myself, as it were, in the Style of the community, and, backed up by the 


very best of workmen, every one of whom is a specialist in his line, evolve successful fashions for men. 


‘‘The modes favored by women have their effect, too. You will notice if a certain color is popu- 


lar among women one season it generally casts its reflection on men’s styles the season after, and the 


same is true of fabrics, where they can be used effectively in men’s styles.”’

It is true there are a few vehicles 
here In which one feels safe and a fewer 
still in which one might take a pride, 
but they are mighty few and far be- 
tween. The horses as a rule are better 
than the wagons they draw, but in many 
instances the animal] should be turned out 
for a long rest, so long that his feet may 
never trod the belgian block of the city 
again. In Atlanta there are between 
seventy-five and eighty cabs. One is 
drawn by two horses—one only. The

Lax Sunday School Methods. 

The Rev. W. EB. Hayes, of St. Luke, 
San Francisco, gives in The Pacifico 
Churchman a comparative study of the 
results of an examination sprung upon 
the children of the Intermediate depart- 
ment of St. Luke’s Sunday school. One 
hundred and eleven examination papers 
were written, the questions being as a 
rule so fornrulated as to call for.a cate- 
gorical answer, usually of a single word. 
Thirty-four of the pupiis answered 70 
per cent or more of the questions cor- 
rectly. That ignorance was not always 
due to slothfulness of mind is frequent- 
Ty indicated by the ingenuity of the 
wrong answer. Evidently the children, as 
Mr. Hayes said, are not exceptionally 
dull. The mistake bas been that the 
‘very simplest facts have been taken for 
granted, thus only sixty-three of the 
fii were able to answer correctly the 
question, “Who denied our Lora?” anda 
only forty-one could tell who betrayed 
Him: while but eleven knew who doubted 
His resurrecticn. The question at which 
fewest stumbled was, ‘“‘Who foretold our 
Lord’s coming?” Elghty-seven answered 
this rightly; three were led astray by the 
Wise Men. The quaintest answers were 
evoked by the question why, after feed- 
ing the 5,000, our Lord would not per- 
mit Himself to*be crowned King. One 
said it was because He was already 
king, @hother that He wanted to be king 
over the whole earth; another little 
peacemaker said it was because He 
would have to fight and He did not want 
to fight. Another little democrat said 
that He “wanted to be liked by the com- 
mon people."” One said He wanted to 
travel, another that He was too good for 
a king, and one little girl wrote quaintly, 
“He Wked His own qulet."" Such tests, if 
the questions are judiciously framed, and 
the examination unexpected, would be 
usefu) in almost any Sunday school, and 
the results would probably impress upon 
teachers, more than anything else could 
do, the necessity of laying secure foun- 
dations and stressing fundamental facts.

This, with the story of the Vine 
end Branches (chapter xv), is said to be 
the only instance of allegory in the New 
Testament. The Jewish church had 
| Srown into a great ecclesiastical estab- 
lishment, furnishing numerous offices of 
honor, power, and emolument. These were 
naturally sought by the ambitious, and 
held tenaciously by the successful. One 
object of this allegory is to set fort the 
character of these mercenaries, Like 
thieves, they have effected an entrance in 
such a way that their true character has 
(not been discovered. But, though they 
have obtained the garb of office, they do 
not have the following of the true mem- 
bers. The latter, instead of following, 
flee, and do not hear them. The charac- 
ter of these false shepherds {s further 
delineated. They work havoc in the high- 
est interests of men. They steal, kill and 
'destroy in the realm of spiritual value, 
Their purely mercemary spirit is 
cated by the epithet, ‘“hireling.”” In any 
final crisis, when the very life of those 
whom they serve is at stake, they would 
‘fly like arrant cowards. Thus, with 
steady and courageous hand, Jesus held 
the mirror before the hierarchy of His 
day. 

On the dark background of the false 
shepherd Jesus now projects the ideal of 
the true. He is one who enters upon 
His function in the appointed way. The 
Holy Spirit (the porter) approves; tne 
church recognizes Him (the sheep esr 
Hig voice). His life is spent in care of 
the flock; He calleth, leadeth, putteth 
forth, goeth before.
